XIV.—WAGES. 
No. 35—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court took effect on the Ist July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. 0d. 
for males and £2 5s. lld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the Ist July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 1s. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926 :—

WEATHER NOTES, 


No. 37.— Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of October, November and December, and the Year 1940. 


October.—Rainfall was below normal in the Gascoyne Divisions and over most of the Tropics, 
but a slight surplus was recorded in the Kimberley Division. 


South from the Gascoyne more than the usual October rainfall was received in the Northern 
agricultural districts, but another deficit was recorded in the southern agricultural districts 
and on the South Coast. 


In the Eastern sub-tropics moderate surpluses were recorded in the South-Eastern and 
Eucla Divisions and in Wiluna district. 


Over the various districts, as a whole, the rainfall was heaviest on the Central Coast where 
the average totals of 226 points were a close approach to the October normal. Elsewhere the 
most favoured districts were the South Coast (190 points), the North Central Division (119 points), 
and the North Coastal agricultural districts (111 points). At individual stations the highest regis- 
tration was 392 points at Mundaring ; and the other totals exceeding 3 inches were 337 points 
at Cape Leeuwin; 315 points at Pemberton; 313 points at Donnybrook ; and 303 points at 
Jarrahdale. 

Rain occurred in Perth on 13 days and aggregated 240 points as compared with the average 
October total of 318 points. 

The month’s rainfall was derived mostly from combinations of tropical and southern low 
pressure systems, but the southern storms were less active than is usual in October, and the 
fairly satisfactory rains were attributable mainly to the activity and wide extent of depressions 
which originated in the Tropics and later extended over most of the State. The most note- 
worthy of these tropical depressions caused widespread rains with many thunderstorms in the 
eastern sub-tropics on the 12th and 13th, the principal registration being 130 points at Doyle’s 
Well. 


The anticyclonic formations shown on the month’s charts were, in several instances, larger 
than is usual at this time of the year, and their influence was largely responsible for the com- 
parative failure of the rains in the southern agricultural areas. 


Temperatures during the month were mostly above normal except in the last week of 
the month when a widespread prevalence of south-westerly winds was attended by cool to 
moderate temperatures almost generally south from the tropics. 


At individual stations the highest temperature registration was 107 degrees at Marble Bar 
on the 18th, 19th and 20th, at Port Hedland on the 17th and 18th, and at Derby on the 
16th. The temperature of 100 degrees was reached or exceeded on 27 days at Marble Bar. 


In Perth temperatures ranged from 84-7 degrees on the 16th to 47-1 degrees on the 22nd ; 
maximum temperatures were 1-2 degrees above the normal (69-3 degrees) and minimum tem- 
peratures were 1 degree above the normal (52-5 degrees). 


November.—Although rain occurred in all divisions during November and falls in the south- 
western divisions were fairly general, the totals for the month almost throughout the State 
were light and the normal was exceeded at only a few stations in the tropics, while in the 
sub-tropics above average amounts were practically confined to the south coast sub-division. 


Outstanding totals were received at Gnowangerup (259 points), Denmark (165 points), Ravens- 
thorpe (162 points), Pemberton (156 points) and several other stations in the lower south- 
west of the State which exceeded the inch and were due to thunderstorms resulting from a 
combination of tropical and southern activity between the 5th and 6th. In the tropics the 
highest was 121 points at Turkey Creek, the bulk of which rain (77 points) fell as the result of 
a thunderstorm on the 10th. 


The greatest discrepancies were noted in the North Kimberley (96 per cent. below normal), 
West Kimberley (95 per cent. below) and East Gascoyne (74 per cent. below), but in the De- 
Grey division totals, as a whole, failed to reach the normal district fall by only 7 per cent., 
and in the Fortescue exceeded the normal by 40 per cent. In the sub-tropics the best district 
average was the South Central with 21 per cent. deficiency. 


Except on the 6th there was no occurrence during the month of the true southern de- 
pression. Large anticyclones predominated, each system being followed by monsoonal “ dips” 
which extended southward along our west coast, and later, as in a number of instances, expanded 
over most of the sub-tropics instead of passing southward. These were more productive of heat 
than of rain in the tropics and the western and south-western sub-tropics, but on the 6th when 
the tropical system passed southward and coalesced with southern activity, chiefly light but general 
rain was caused in the south-western division, with isolated heavy amounts such as 240 points 
at Gnowangerup and 116 points at Kukerin. 
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Extreme heat prevailed during most of the month in the Kimberleys and DeGrey division, 
Wyndham experiencing 24 days over 100 degrees, Hall’s Creek 21 days, Nullagine and Roebourne 
18 days, while temperatures ranged up to 109 degrees on 27th and 28th at Wyndham, 108 
degrees on 28th and 29th at Hall’s Creek, 110 degrees on 22nd at Derby, 106 degrees on 27th 
at Nullagine, 110 degrees on 27th at Marble Bar and 107 degrees on 26th and 27th at Roe- 
bourne. 


Minor heat-waves were experienced in the sub-tropics between the 14th and 18th, and 
between the 22nd and 25th, during which time a number of stations in the western and south- 
western sub-tropics registered 100 degrees or over, but during the greater part of the month 
temperatures were below normal. 


At Perth there were nine occasions during the month when the temperature exceeded 90 
degrees, on one of which 100 degrees was reached. This number of occasions of temperature 
above 90 degrees is a record for November, the previous highest being six, while the normal 
expectancy for this month is two occasions. The mean maximum temperature for the month 
at Perth was 79-9 degrees (4-0 degrees above normal) which is the fourth highest mean on 
record, previous occasions being 1920 (81-0 degrees), 1925 (80-2 degrees) and 1933 (80-3 degrees). 
The mean minimum was 57-4 degrees (0-5 degree above normal) which included a registration of 
73-2 degrees, a value which in past years has been reached once and exceeded on only five 
occasions.

December.—Rainfall was considerably above normal in the south-western districts, and in the 


far south-westerly sections of the South-Eastern Division, including most stations on the Norseman- 
Esperance line. The rainfall in the northern tropics was also satisfactory, the falls in the North 
Kimberley Division averaging 467 points and reaching a maximum of 594 points at Turkey Creek. 
In the North Kimberley and in the more southern parts of the West Kimberley the rainfall, though 
mostly less than normal, was substantial in amount, registrations ranging from 52 points at Anna 
Plains to 343 points at Broome. 

Between the favoured regions (the northern tropics and the south-western districts) a vast 
area of pastoral country experienced a further rainfall shortage, except at a few scattered places 
where heavy thunderstorms were experienced. Winning Pool recorded 162 points, but rainless 
conditions prevailed fairly generally elsewhere in the Gascoyne and were experienced also in parts 
of the Northern Coolgardie Goldfields. 


The surplus in the agricultural districts failed to extend to parts of the more northern sections 
of the North Coastal wheat belt, and Mullewa and Ajana received only 3 points. Elsewhere, 
however, the surpluses in the agricultural and adjoining coastal districts were almost general and 
over the various districts as a whole the month’s totals ranged from 184 points in the South Central 
Division to 69 points in the North Coastal agricultural region. 

At individual stations in the South-West of the State the highest totals were 491 points at 
Corrigin, 317 points at Lake Varley, 280 points at Katanning, and 261 points at Lake King. More 
than two inches of rain were received also at Kendenup, Broomehill, Wagin, Hyden, Kellerberrin, 
Merredin, Burracoppin, Walgoolan, Newcarnie, Nungarin, and Minnivale. A narrow coastal belt 
extending from Perth to Rockingham recorded almost the only rainfall deficit registered in the 
south-western districts, and Perth’s total was only 49 points. 

The month’s rainfall in all parts of the State was derived almost entirely from tropical de- 
pressions which gradually extended southwards over the southern divisions and at times attained 
moderate intensity. 
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The most rain productive of these disturbances formed a closed curve formation over the 
south-western districts on the night of 3rd December, and caused widespread thundery rains over 
the south-western quarter of the State. Some torrential downpours were experienced during 
the 24 hours ended at 9 a.m. on 3rd December, Corrigin recording 463 points, Kulin 264 points, 
Kellerberrin 224 points, Burracoppin 203 points, Katanning 216 points, and Lake Varley 208 
points. At Corrigin some slight damage was caused by local flooding and there were some losses 
of stock. Hailstorms were a feature of the disturbance in the northern agricultural districts and 
at Canna the hailstones were reported to have attained the size of tea-cups. At Morawa the hail- 
storm was regarded as the worst ever experienced there, hailstones attaining the size of golf balls 
and accumulating to a depth of Ift. to 18ins. Some crops were severely damaged and many 
birds and rabbits were killed by the hail. Some trees were blown down during the strong winds 
which accompanied the storm. Despite some damage by hail and flood the rainstorm was, how- 
ever, of great benefit, as it replenished water supplies in large areas where a shortage was being 
experienced. 


Subsequent monsoonal depressions produced much lighter and scattered rains in the southern 
half of the State, but thunder showers were of almost daily occurrence in the tropics and yielded 
a useful aggregate fall, more particularly in the Kimberley Division. 


Temperatures during the month were mostly below normal in the southern divisions, but 
some minor heat-waves occurred, more particularly in the north-eastern sub-tropics and in the 
Rawlinna district, the latter station recording 110 degrees on the 17th. In the tropics heat-wave 
conditions were, as usual, most in evidence in the De Grey Division, and Marble Bar recorded 
more than 100 degrees on every day of the month, the highest readings at that station being 115 
degrees on 15th and 114 degrees on the 3rd and 14th. Elsewhere in the tropics the higher tem- 
perature registrations were 110 degrees at Hall’s Creek on the 3rd and 4th, and 111 degrees at 
Winning Pool on the 19th. 


In Perth maximum temperatures averaged 79-5 degrees (1-5 degrees below normal) and 
mean minimum temperatures 59:4 degrees (1-5 degrees below normal). The extreme registra- 
tions in Perth were 97-8 degrees on the 22nd and 52 degrees on the 27th.

YEAR, 1940. 


An exceptionally dry year was experienced over the greater part of the State 
during 1940, the rainfall being below normal in all districts except portions of the North and West 
Kimberley regions. The shortages over the various divisions as a whole ranged from 64 per cent. 
in the East Gascoyne and 63 per cent. in the North-Eastern districts, to 22 per cent. in the West 
Gascoyne and 13 per cent. in the East Kimberley districts. 


At many places in the south-western districts, and more specifically in the South Central 
Division, 1940 was the driest year on record. The year’s rainfall totals in the south-western quarter 
of the State were less than 10ins. in a considerable portion of the central and south-eastern sections 
of the Central South Division, this belt of remarkably low rainfall in the southern agricultural 
districts penetrating south-westwards as far as Wagin and Arthur. Another agricultural belt 
which received less than 10ins. of rain during the year commenced at a line joining Northam and 
Kondinin and extended northwards over the whole of the Central North Division, and then north- 
westwards along and east from the railway line joining Wongan Hills and Mullewa, and also over 
the area extending from Mullewa to Ajana. 
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The rainfall deficiency in the agricultural areas was lowest in the more westerly sections of the 
North Coastal Division, in the Moora-Barberton district, and in the Beverley district. Registra- 
tions exceeding 20ins. were limited to a narrow coastal belt extending from Albany to a point 
about mid-way between Perth and Dongarra (and including parts of the Darling Ranges), together 
with the more northerly and westerly sections of the Kimberley Division. Over the State as a. 
whole, the highest totals for the year were :— 


4,066 points at Pemberton. 
3,812 Pr Wyndham. 
3,030 Pa Broome. 


Perth’s annual registration of 2,000 points was the smallest ever recorded there. 


The wheat-growing season may be regarded as more adverse than the yearly totals alone 
would indicate, as the totals included October and December rainfall surpluses which were of 
relatively small value to the wheat crops. 


In the pastoral districts south from the Kimberley the drought was most severe in the East 
Gascoyne Division and on the Northern Coolgardie Goldfields. Nannine (East Gascoyne) received 
only 191 points, Yuin 203 points, and Three Rivers 260 points. This region of most severe drought 
also extended to a large portion of the Northern Coolgardie Goldfields, and a belt of territory ex- 
tending from Morgans to Leonora received less than 3ins. 


_ In the tropics the driest areas were in the vicinity of Onslow (259 points) and on the coastal 
fringe from Whim Creek (478 points) to Pt. Hedland (470 points). Southwards from the Kim- 
berleys, Nullagine (1,049 points) was the only tropical station which reported more than 10ins. 


In the pastoral districts south from the tropics yearly totals exceeding 5ins. were limited to: 
the far north and west of the Gascoyne Division and to the region south of a line joining Southern 
Cross, Widgiemooltha, and Eucla. 


Temperatures during the period showed some marked variations from the normal. In the 
southern districts day temperatures were mostly above normal, but the nights were cooler than 
usual. Some prolonged periods of cloudiness, with rather frequent thundery rains in the Kim- 
berley Division and to a lesser extent in the De Grey, somewhat reduced the frequency of high 
temperatures in the northern tropics, but severe heat recordings were more numerous than usual 
further south and more particularly in the Winning Pool area and in the East Gascoyne Division. 


The following is a summary of the weather in each month of the year :— 


. January.—Monsoonal rainstorms were active and widespread rains resulted, in the tropics 
with some heavy falls and some floods in the Fitzroy Valley. Valuable rains occurred also 
in the West Gascoyne, but the rainfall was mostly light elsewhere south from the tropics. 


As a result of an unusual predominance of westerly winds temperatures were mostly below 
normal, but Marble Bar recorded 116 degrees and Onslow 115 degrees on the 14th. 


On 6th to 8th a ‘‘ willy-willy”’ of moderate intensity was passing from Whim Creek to 
Roebourne. Its maximum wind velocity was 65 m.p.h. at Onslow on the 8th. 


February.—Monsoonal rainstorms caused fairly heavy rain in the Kimberley Division, but 
elsewhere large areas experienced, a rainless month and the few falls recorded were only light. 


Heat-wave conditions were much in evidence in the Gascoyne and in the South-Western 
Divisions. At Gascoyne Junction temperatures exceeded 100 degrees on all except one day, 
and 110 degrees was reached or exceeded on 13 days. Perth recorded 103.1 degrees on the 2nd. 


March.—The southern rainstorm system was abnormally inactive and a marked rainfall 
shortage extended to all parts of the State, except the North and West Kimberley Divisions. 


A tropical cyclone observed near Groote Island on the 24th, passed Wyndham on _ the 
26th, Broome on the 28th, and Wallal on the 29th. The maximum wind velocity was 80 
m.p.h. at Broome on the 28th. 


Miscellaneous meteorological phenomena this month included a tornado between Sped- 
dingup and Scaddan on the 25, and displays of Aurora Australis on the 25th and the 31st. 


April.—A further prolongation of sub-normal rainfall conditions was experienced almost 
generally southwards from the Kimberley Division. The month’s weather types resembled those 
of summer, and there was unseasonable inactivity on the part of the southern depressions. 


May.—The rainfall was below normal throughout the State. The deficits were very consider- 
able, except in the north coastal agricultural region and on the central and south coast. 


June.—Anticyclonic formations of great intensity and persistence often excluded the southern 
rainstorms which in June normally attain their maximum efficiency, but some valuable relief 
rains reached the agricultural districts on the 26th. In Perth this storm was attended by a 
severe line squall with some damage. 


Despite the late rains in the south-western districts the month’s totals were substantially 
below normal in all divisions, except the West Gascoyne. 
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July—The month opened unfavourably with a continuance of anti-cyclonic formations, 
and widespread and severe frosts occurred in the sub-tropics on the 9th. Temperature recordings 
on this date included 27 degrees at Wandering and 29 degrees at Collie and Southern Cross. 


Later in the month there was a considerable revival of the southern rainstorm system, wide- 
spread rains being attended on the south-west coast by gales and high seas on the 22nd. 


The month’s total rainfall was, however, below normal, except in the Gascoyne and in 


the Eucla and South-Eastern Divisions. 


August.—The rainfall in all divisions was below normal, but fairly good falls occurred on 
the central and south coasts and in the southern agricultural districts. 


Severe gales with rough to high seas prevailed from Cape Leeuwin to Geraldton on the 24th. 


September.—The rainfall was again below normal in all divisions. Exceptionally dry con- 
ditions in the agricultural areas, following on the earlier shortages, constituted severe drought 
conditions in most of the agricultural districts. 


October.—The rainfall was again deficient over most of the State, but some useful falls in the 
agricultural areas considerably improved wheat crops not already beyond recovery. 


November.—A further rainfall deficit was recorded in all divisions except the Fortescue, but 
the rains included some isolated torrential downpours with severe hailstorms at Gnowangerup 
and Borden. 


December.—The southward extension of tropical disturbances caused more than the normal 
rainfall in the agricultural districts. Torrential rain with some flood damage occurred at Corrigin, 
and severe hailstorms with damage at Mingenew, Morawa, Canna, and Mt. Barker. Beyond 
the south-western districts the rainfall was mostly below normal.
